New Wheat Grades. 


Reports come from Ottawa that 
Senator Perley will introduce legisls- 
tion with respect to the grading of 
wheatin the North.West Territories, 
and Manitoba. Hecontends that a» 
the law is now the wheat from = the 
North-West is depreciated in value in 
the foreign marketa, which is most un- 
fair to our North West farmers. The 
Senator's proposal is to have only four 
grades, viz: Extra hard, No. 1 hard, 
No, 2 hard and No. 3hard. For the 
highest qualitv he wants 85 per cent 
of sound fyfe free from frost and smut, 
and weighing over 60 pounds to the 
bushel, For No. 1 he wants 80 per 
cent. of red fyfe and weighing 60 
pounds ; No. 2. 75 per cent of fyfe and 
weighing 59 pounds; No. 3, 75 per 
cent of fyfe and weighing 68 pounds, 
all free from frost and smut. For 
wheat not good enough to grade in any 
of these qualities he says no standard 
should be made, and dealers allowed to 
fix their own values on it; thus farm- 
ers would have an incentive to raise 
good wheat and deniers would not be 
able to destroy the higher qualities by 
mixing.

GOLD AT PRINCE ALBERT. 
Discovery of the Precious Metal 
in the Birch Hills. 

The Prince Albert Advocate says: 

A discovery of gold has been made in 
the Birch Hills, about thirty five miies 
from Prince Albert. It is said that 
‘the deposits there are as rich as the 
famous Black Hills, and that the hill# 
abound in the yellow metal A sam 
ple has been handed in to the Advocate 
offce by Rev. N. Williams, of Kinistino, 
The <ample was taken from a seam, 
about eighteen inches wide and ten 
feet below the surface, and had been 
treated by Mr. Williams with nitro. 
muriatic acid, dried down and dissolved 
in water, turning it into chloride of 
gald. There is not the least doubt but 
the Birch Hills contain gold deposita 
in paying quantities, but for some 
reason they have hitherto escaped the 
notice of prospectors.. However, says 
the paper, this is an easily accessible 
region, and affords a field for prospect- 
ors not often found, and may prove to 
be more valuable than other places 
that are boomed up through the press, 
and interested speculators.

| It is worth noting that among the 
1,300 patients thirty-two nations and 
more than 259 cccupations were repre- 
sented. Although the census of the 
entire asylum shows that two-thirds 
of the inmates are of foreign birth and 
more than 80 per cent. ave of foreign 
parentage, Americans took the lead 
among the paretics, there being 436 
whites and 48 colored natives. Ger- 
many came next, with 335; Ireland had 
244, Engiand 71, and France 31. The 
balance were evenly divided among 
twenty nations. There were two Chin- 
ese pareiies. The commen notion that 
veiors are particularly subject to the 
disease is substantiated by the facts. 
There were about as many paretic dec- 
tors and iawyers as actors, but there 
were no preachers. In fact, no trade 
or .profession predisposes a person to 
paresis, but out of the whole 1,500 there 
were 103 laborers, 59 clerks, 45 iailors, 
37 drivers, 35 bartenders, 32 painters, 
32 cigarmakers, $1 carpenters, 29 sales- 
men, 28 shoemakers, 26 waiters, 23 mer- 
chants, 20 machinists, 16 printers, 16 
butchers, 17 bakers, 16 barbers, 16 en- 
gineers, 15 peddlers, 14 cooks, 13 musi- 
cians, 13 porters, 12 blacksmiths, and 
so on, 

Because “ vital and mortuary statis- 
tics show that a man’s means of liveli- 
hood is not” a factor in causing the 
disease, there is left ‘‘an inherited ten- 
dency as highly probable and a com- 
mon cause staring us in the face.

| Making, due allowance for the dura- 
j tion of the disease, it will be observed 
| that paresis oecurs most frequently be- 
| tween the thirty-fifth and fortieth year, 
;and the greater number die between 
‘the ages of forty and forty-five. Sta- 
tistics in this ceuntry vary but little 
from those already taken from abroad 
in this respect. If there really was a 
greater morbidity with us, it would be 
exhibited probably by an earlier mani- 
festation of the disease. The above 
would indicate that paresis does not 
j} usually begin until the age at which 
' acute diseases most frequently occur is 
| passed. It is suggested that there is 
j} some significance in the fact that the 
disease frequently attacks those “never 
j}sick a day” in their lives and skips 
those who have always ‘enjoyed very 
poor health.” It is possible that dis- 
eases like fevers which create tempor- 
ary delirium may so change the brain 
}and spinal cord that paresis cannot be 
developed there. ‘There may !e an 
acquired immunity that we have not 
yet discovered,” says the Doctor, and 
then he adds: 

“Finally, it might be well to offer 
| more substantial aid to the cause by a 
few microscopic observations on the 
| paretic brain. It is these, more than 
all others, that tend to convince one, 
after frequent autopsies, that paresis 
is microgenetic in origin. It is a re- 
markable fact that in this disease there 
}is a characteristic uniformity in the 
|} morbid appearance of its earher stage 
(when death occurs through intercur- 
| rent disease), while the late appear- 
ances are in a true sense panoramical.” 

It is a curious fact that only a small 
percentage of paretics die in the ex- 
treme stage of the disease. They are 
carried off by exhaustion from mani- 
acal excitement or frenzy or by mal- 
nutrition or by insomnia, and by other 
current diseases. In the rare cases, 
in which the final stages are seen, the 
{entire brain and spinal cord space be- 
jcome involved, the body is drawn up 
jinto the pesture it cccupied before 
birth, and the ‘unfortunate being be- 
! comes. absolutely helpless. And yet, 
“in this stage even, they may greet 
you with a smile and possivly an at- 
lempt at speech; their eves look bright; 
and there seems to be a playful, flick- 
ering mind that is carousing with and 
cajoling death.”

RIDING TO HOUNDS IN ENGLAND* 


The Annunl Lists oi Hunting Fixtures 
Staw Tha: the Sport is Popular. 


When one of Queen Victoria’s subjects 
sets out to hunt the stag, a fox or a 
hare, he must be mounted on a good 
‘cross country horse, 2s all the world 
knows, and the quarry is also chased by 
a full pack of thoroughbred hounds. 
That the old institution of hunting is 
not on the decrease there, is shown in 
the last London Field, which contains 
a carefully prepared list of the hounds, 
their masters, huntsmen, whips, and the 
hunting days. 

There are sixteen packs of stag hounds 
in England and six in Ireland. The 
English list is headed by Her Majesty's 


pack of which the Earl of Coventry is | 


master. The royal kennels are at 
Ascot, in Berks, and the hounds hunt 
on Tuesdays and Fridays in Windsor 
Forest. There is a periodical outcr 
against the maintenance of the pac 
from certain London reformers, but the 
glory of the famous stag hunts ts not 
dimmed. The English fox hounds num- 
ber 153 packs, some being out as often 
as four times a week, and the kennels 
are locaied in every part of the land. 
Near Melton Mowbray, that noted cen- 
tre of good horsemanship, the famous 
Quorn, with the Earl of Lonsdale as M. 
F. H., and the Cottesmore, W. Baird, 
master, have their runs, and near the 
equally famous hunting town of Market 
Harborough are the kennels of the 
Pytchley, W. M. Wroughton, master ; 
the Pytchley Woodland, Austin Mac- 
kenzie, master, and Mr. C. W. B. Fern- 
ie’s pack. The fixtures include, as 
every hunting list published within the 
century has done, the days of the 
Belvoir, Duke of Rutland, master; the 
Duke of Beaufort’s pack, and the two 
Vale of White Horse packs, Earl Bath- 
urst’s, and Mr. T. B. Miller’s. Scot- 
land has ten packs, including the Duke 
of Buccleuch’s, and in sporting Ireland 
there are twenty-one. = 
Harriers are nearly as much in favor 
as fox hounds, England claimmg 110, 
Ireland 26, and Scotland packs. 
Among the miscellaneous hunts are 
announced the fixtures of forty packs 
of beagles and beagle harriers, two of 
stud book beagles, one of stud book har- 
riers, and two packs of basset hounds.

Rapid Shipbuilding. 

As specimens of rapid construction the 
seven gunboats which the Thomsons of 
Clydebank, Scotland, built Tor Spain’ to 
»be used against the Cuban insurgents 
are noteworthy even among the fam- 
ous feats of modern British shipbuild- 
ing. They range from 100 to 300 tons’ 
displacement, with speed from 12 to 13 
knots, and carry Maxim rapid-fire guns,

Chicago’s police 
force is and has been for many years 
a mere political factor, and it must be 
ranked as the most inefficient in any 
large city in the world. This condi- 
tion of affairs is the natural outgrowth 
of corruption among higher officials. 
Chicago 1s practically the entire county 
of Cook, vet there are two separate 
isets of officials who control the fin- 
ances and affairs of the municipality 
and the county. Thievery and bribery, 
as well as all sorts of rascality, are 
bred like chickens in an incubator. Al- 
dermen draw a salary of $3 a week, yet 

to gain this salary few men succeed 
without the expenditure of from $2,500 
to $6,000, and when their election is se- 
they consider the investment a 
good one. County Commissioners draw 
isalaries of $1,500 a year. There are 
fifteen of them, and they control the 
expenditure of millions. Boodling, as 
| it is called, is the letting of dishonest 
‘contracts for supplies for the various 
{county institutions—the county hospi- 
| tal, insane asylum, and  poorhouse, 
|} which are three of the largest institu- 
i tions of their class in the world, and 
‘other smaller public institutions. The 
| Aldermanic graft is in the disposition 
‘of franchises and privileges, which net 
| barrels of money. Can any one won- 
| der crime is fostered in a community so 
| governed? 

The extent to which crime is carried 
on in Chicago is startling. The city 
covers the vast area of almost 200 
| Square miles, and many sections that 
|are well pdépulated are separated from 
'the city proper by districts practically 
uninhabited. These isolated districts 
; are usually connected with the heart 
, of the city by electric car lines, which 
| cross territory chiefly devoted to mar-

DUELS AMONG GERMAN STUDENTS. 


The Custom Remains in Vogue Just an in 
Fermer Yegre. 

The duels at Heidelberg are very fam- 
ous says a correspondent. There is 
perhaps no university in Germany at 
which dueling is not practiced, but here 
it is regarded almost as a_ religious 
duty. The sons of the rich congregate 
at Heidelberg, and they are the people 
who are especially addicted to this form 
of student pastime in Germany. It is 
not an exaggeration. to say that be- 
tween twenty and thirty duels take 
place here every week during the sem- 


ester, and these nearly all at the Hir- 
schgasse, a little tavern across the river 
from Heidelberg, which is known and 
advertised everywhere as the place of 
resort for such encounters. I[t has 
served in this capacity fora _ great 
many. years. The sign boards point 
to it. It is mentioned in the guide 
hocks and everyone knows of it ex- 
cept the university officials and the 
police. It is not a ten-minute walk 
from the centre of the town, though it 
is outside of the city jurisdiction. This, 
however, seems to be a matter of no 
moment, for some of the clubs for a 
period last year fought in the town it- 
self at a tavern directly in the shadow 
of the old castle. 

There are duels here some three or 
four mornings every week by the mem- 
bers of the various fighting clubs, of 
which Heidelberg has an = enormons 


number. The most aristocratic of them 
all is the Saxo-Borussia. This club 


bears cartel relations with the Borussia 
of Born, to which the Hohenzollerns 
belong. 

FIVE OR SIX DUELS 
between various combatants are usu- 
ally fought on the same morning. 

This is all a curious commentary on 
law and order as they are supposed to 
exist in Germany. Such machinery 
for the enforcement of law as is to be 
found here flourishes in no other land 
in the world; and yet, for one reason 
or another, the duel goes on unhindered. 
By the laws of the empire, without tak- 
ing into account the penalties prescrii- 
ed by the lower jurisdictions, there is 
the most severe punishment for duel- 
ing and the challenging to duel. In 
spite of various attempts to make other 
interpretations, the student duels have 
by t Supreme Court of the empire 
been decided to be duels in the sense 
of the law. Yet publicly in the Reich- 
stag, no longer ago than last winter, 
an esteemed member of the Kaiser's 
Ministry declared himself and his gov- 
ernment at issue not only with the laws 
and the Supreme Court but with what- 
ever moral feeling there may be in the 
land against this malevolent form of 
evil. 

That there is a strong feeling against 
the systematic mutilation of the human 
face in the universities there can be 
no doubt, althongh it is. sometimes dif- 
ficult to discern. Those who are op- 
vosed to it, however, are so far removed 
from the throne of authority that they 
cannot make their influence felt. t. 
is One of those abominations, of which 
there are several in Germany, that 
there will be no way to uproot until 
there is established a government which 
can rest in some way upon a free and 
responsible public opinion. Whatever 
the government of Germany is to-day, 
it is not this. 

Dueling is so common at Heidelberg 
that it is said sometimes by those who 
do not know their subject that all the 
students fight. his 1s, of course, not 
true, though there is relatively a larger 
proportion engaged at it here than at 
some other universities. There are

He is a Canadian, but has resided in 
the States for a long period, and was 
recently engaged for the Niagara Falis 
Park Commissioners of the State of 
New York in working out the duration 
of Niagara Falls and a history of the 
lakes. He has published a volume giv- 
ing the results of his researches. 

ONTARIO’S BURIED RIVERS. 

“These Jake basins,’’ remarked Prot 
Spencer, ‘are simply the valleys of tie 
tributaries of the ancient St. Lawrence. 
The original river ran across Lake 
Huron, down Georzian Bay and be- 
neath the oak hills which le be- 
tween Toronto and Lake Simcoe. It 
emptied into. what is now the Ontario 
basin, a number of miles east of ‘Tor- 
onto. To the north of the city are a 
great many buried valleys, which were 
formerly the beds of these tributaries. 
As the bottom of Lake Ontario is 500 
feet below the sea level! this necessitat- 
ed the formation of the Ontario valley 
to have been made when the continent 
was at an elevation of many bundered 
feet above the sea. The barrier at tie 
eastern end of Lake Ontario is partis 
an old channel filled up with drift, but 
in part has been a bulge in the eartii's 
crust below the outlet of Lake Ontario, 
soas to raisea great rocky barrier that 
causes the water to be held in the like 
A small barrier has been raised by 
some natural earth movement that has 
assisted in damming up the Erie basin. 

“These earth movements are going on 
slowly ; thus the region about Teronte 
is rising about a foot and a halfa cen- 
tury, while at the eastern end of the 
lake, ora little beyond, the movement 
amounts to nearly four feet a century 
The effect of this movement has been 
to raise the water at the head of the 
lake. Thus the harbor at Toronto ond 
Hamilton Bay were simply low plains, 
which were filled by tiie-baecking of the 
lake. These movements in some polls 
of the American continent bave a‘m- 
ounted to many thousand feet. 

‘* Lakes Huron, Michigan and Super- 
ior,” continued Prof. Spencer, ‘‘former- 
ly emptied by a strait through the O1- 
tawa Valley.

AGE OF NIAGARA FALLS. 


“Afterwards the waters of Lake On- 
tario rose, owing to the greater eleva- 
tion of the barriers across the outlet, 
so as to reduce the descent of Niawara 
river to the 326 feet of to-day. At the 
same time the Ottawa outlet of the 
upper lakes was raised, so as to turn 
the waters into the Erie basin and in- 
crease the dischare of the river 
fourfold. This variation in the volume 
of the water of Niagara and in the 
height of the falls has had «a prest 
effect in modifying the recession of the 
cataract. If the fails had always re 
ceded at their present rate of about 
four feet a century their age would 
have been only about 9,090 years, but 
the variations which have been dis 
covered have produced the effect of in- 
creasing the age of the falls to about 
32,000 years.”
